They also recognize that the era when human labor 
could be treated as machinery, is dead. Industry can- 
not expect to hire a thousand or ten thousand “hands” 
and remain completely free of social responsibily 
Those “hands” have families. So far as is humanly 


in industry are working on this problem. 

In this new era labor can no longer be the hell-rais- 
ing, capricious child. It too has responsibilities to 
capital- It mot enforce impossible demands. It 
must turn in real work for real wages. 

The War Labor Board, for the first time, has order- 
ed that a “guaranteeed” full employment clause be 
inserted in a union contract between a large chain 
store and 300 salesmen. In other words, the em- 
ployer in this unprecented case is bound to furnish 
employn\eit at specified wages to a specified number 
of people for 51 weeks—come what may 

While this order applies to only one retail organi- 
zation having many stores, its implications are so far 
reaching that they affect the smallest as wel! as the 
largest business in the nation. Every forward-looking 

“ employer is in favor of providing continuous, year- 
round employment to workers to the fullest extent 
possible: But employers will not agree that an agency 
of the Federal government should have the power 
to tell them they must “ guarantee” work to so many 
men, regardless of conditions. 

No order to “guarantee” fuli employment in retail 

strade will “guarantee” the buying habits of consum- 
ers. A store under such an order might well be forced 
to limit its employes rather than seek to give fullest 
possible employment at all times. 

Full employment cannot be “guaranteed” by orders 
forcing employers to subsidize labor for which there 
is no work, thus increasing cost of production and 
distribution. = 

Economic security is not a creature of government 
decree.

Seed potato shipments into Belle Glade for the coming sea- 
son will be the heaviest in the history of the area. 


The prospect for a good market is not so promising since 
the war has ended, so don’t be careless with expensive seed. Treat- 
ed and handled properly CERTIFIED seed potatoes will not de- 
cay because they must be almost totally free from disease in order 
to bear the blue tag certificate on each bag under the supervision 
of the officials of the State in which the potatoes are grown. 


The common cause for decay in seed potatoes here is bac- 
terial soft rot. This bacteria is present even on healthy potatoes 
and becomes active and destructive at high temperatures, lack of S| 
circulation of air and high humidity. 


After the formaldehyde treatment do not pile the potatoes 
closely, spread them out, they do not necessarily have to be even 
under a shelter.
